The aging 
man then apparently crossed the 
highway to walk the short distance 
to hts home.

On next year's income, federal taxpayers will gel a

This will he a welcome relief from the record-high 
rates the public has been paving to support the governm ent. 


But this tax reduction will In- m eaningless, in the long 
run, until the government stops deficit spending.

The places where the increases were gloated show 
where the danger has been greatest. 
The largest increase is for auto.- driven by unmarried 
drivers under 25 year- of age, Lower rates apply where 
I ho sons under 2T> are married, arui still lower ones if the 
household b asat least one child. 
Experience apparently has shown that per**ms with 
responsibilities have fewer accidents. That could result only 
from greater care. 
Ender a new classification, person* who drive their car* 
to work will pay more than those who don’t. Apparently it 
ha* l**en found ti at Hie more a person drives 
even to this 
extent 
tin* greater his chance of having an accident. 
This is the second auto insurance increase in more than 
a year. It’s another strung indication that we simply have 
to, somehow, start cutting down on our traffic accidents, 
Maybe the ne vc rates won’t kill ii- , , , but an accident 
could.
